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midnight of the last day of the pay pe-
riod in which he or she disappeared, 
subject to the temporary extension of 
coverage for conversion. 

(c) If the missing annuitant is found 
to be alive, the coverage held before 
the disappearance is reinstated effec-
tive with the pay period during which 
the annuitant is found, unless the an-
nuitant, or the annuitant’s representa-
tive, requests that the enrollment be 
restored retroactively to the pay pe-
riod in which the disappearance oc-
curred. 

§ 880.304 FEGLI coverage. 

(a) FEGLI premiums will not be col-
lected during periods when an annu-
itant is a missing annuitant. 

(b)(1) If the annuity of a missing an-
nuitant is restored under § 880.204(a), 
OPM will deduct the amount of FEGLI 
premiums attributable to the period 
when the annuitant was a missing an-
nuitant from any adjustment payment 
due the annuitant under § 880.204(a). 

(2) If a missing annuitant is deter-
mined to be dead under § 880.205, FEGLI 
premiums and benefits will be com-
puted using the date of death estab-
lished under § 880.206(a). 
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
